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New Brockton Town Council accepts 
resignations from two police officers

The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday evening, 
March 3, for the regular month- 
ly meeting of the council’ and 
received notice that two officers 
have. resigned from the: police 
department, 

Police Chief Dale Grimes said 
two, officers had resigned’ from 
the department. This created a 
shortage for the department, and 
he ‘sdid Lt.. Ben Moates’ has 
agreed to become a’ full-time 
officer with. the department. 
(Grimes said: Moates was sched- 
uled to.begin his full-time work 


_ on Tuesday, morning of ‘this 


Week. 

‘The. Town of New Brockton 
recently had paid for’ the: two 
officers to attend.and complete 
training through the police acad- 
emy. They were under contract 
to stay with the department for a 
certain length of time or repay 
the monies used'to send them to 
the academy. 

‘ Mayor Charles Cole said: the 
two officers had each accepted a 
position with. the Hartford 


Police Department, and officials ' 


from Hartford had indicated 

they had no intention of buying 

out the contracts for the officers. 

“We're going to do’ every- 
_ thing legally to get the money 
‘ back,” Cole said, 

The mayor told council mem- 
bers that one of the two officers 
had submitted a letter of resig- 
nation and indicated in the letter 
that he would stay part-time 
until he fulfilled his contract. : 

During. Monday ° evening’s 
esting: Cole recommended the 


council accept the officer's let- 
ter of resignation but to not 
allow him to stay with the 
department ‘as © a part-time 
employee. Council. members 
voted in. favor of the mayor’s 
recommendation. 

In-regards to the other officer, 
Cole said he did not submit.a 
letter of resignation, but through 
the chief’s word he said the offi- 
cer has resigned. Based on this, 
he recommended thé council 
accept this officer’s resignation 
as well. 

Later in the meeting, council 
member Jeff. White thanked 
Chief Grimes for what he does 
for the town. He said he knows 
the past few weeks’ have been 
trying for Grimes, and he just 
wanted to say thanks. 

Council member Cal Donnia 
Howard ‘echoed those remarks 
and said, “What would we do 
without you?” 

Mayor Cole updated council 
members Monday. evening on 
the Highway 84 bypass saying 
he has met with the local engi- 
neer for the project; and they are 
trying to think of things to do ‘to 


make it safer. ’ 

Cole; said motorists are still 
going the wrong. way. on: the 
toad indicating he got several 
calls | last. week — regarding 
motorists. traveling the wrong 
way. On the day he met with the 
engineer, the mayor ‘said. they 
stood and watched traffic on the 
Elba side of the’ bypass .and it 
appeared that most of the people 
confused were local people. 

“This, is; something’ -we’re 
going to have to get used’ to,” 
Cole ‘said. “I’m. still. working 
with DOT, ‘and they are con- 
cerned.”

School with equal access to high 
quality instruction, ‘an infra-

According to Jeff Ellis; tech- 


nology coordinator for Elba 


City Schools, there are two sides 
of ACCESS. 

‘The school has a web-based 
lab that allows students to take 
courses online. A facilitator who 
serves, as the go between for the 
course instructor and the student 


opportunities. and. 


manages. the -class.. ‘Christy 
Laramore serves as the facilita- 
tor for Elba High School's web- 
based lab. 
According to Laramore, there 
are 19: Elba. High School stu- 
dents taking a variety of web- 
based classes this semester, The 


‘lab allows students to take: dif- 


ferent courses during the same 
class time. 


In it’s full capacity, Ellis said 


the web-based lab could accom- 
modate 24: students’ taking 24 


different classes at one time... 
The other side of ACCESS is , 


the: IVC (Interactive ‘Video 
Conferencing) lab. 


Elba High. School: received 


notification last summer about a 
grant for this lab. Funding came 
through in late October, and the 


‘lab. was fully’ installed in 


January, 

Ellis ‘said the school received 
an $85,000 grant from the state 
for the IVC lab, and the grant 
funds were used to purchase
